A Proclamation concerning Starch. 


q T is not vnknowen to moſt of our louing Subiects, That in the time 
NYE of the late Queene of famous memozy, the making of Starch within this Kealme of 
8 N england, being a thing ne wi taken vp, and growen in few yeeres very treauent. and to

I wards ſome particular perſons, hauing pzocuredaſpectall Licenſe, aſwell foz the ma- 
61] king of Starch within the Realme, as allo fo; in the ſame from Fozreigne 

parts, the libertie of the Subiect was ſopzeiudiced, by reducing of that into fewmens 
power, which in the Common libertie ofthe Subiect was free to all, Chat much offence did ariſe thereby, Jnſomuch 
as the ſaid Graunt, being afterwards by her, in fauour to the Subtects, taken away vpon the Complaints ot the grie- 
uanet ariſing thereby, and the making of that uffe within this Realye being then left to the libertie of all men to vſe it 
at their pleaſure, theſame hath euer ſithence bene continued in many places of this Realme. In which ſmall time of 
continuance, it falleth out by experience, that the Toleration chereof to bee made here, is accompanied with ſo much of- 
fence to our people, as we perceiue by the Jnfozmation which thereof we haue receiued, Chat her intent and purpoſe to 
repzclle the making thereof, and to take away the inconuenience ofthe ſame , was not without good cauſe 4 iuſt ground. 
Foz it appeareth by collection gathercd, That the waſte of Cozne ſpent and conſumed in the making ol this Stulle in 
molt places ofthis our Realme, is ſo excefſiue, as it is not fit to be ſpared from peoples Food, to ſerue in ſo vaine andflen- 
der an vile: Foz that it cannot be, but the ſpending thereof in Starch (eſpectally in times wherein the plentie of Cozne 
hall not be very abundant) mult needs encrtale both the ſcarcitie,and the mice thereof, aboue that which is fit to be ſul⸗ 
tered. Andfurther it apy2areth by the Complaints and Cercificats, tows und dur Councell ſent from diuers Juſtices 
ofthe Peace of ſenerall parts, ( eſpecially ao ot our City ol London, and the Counties neere adioyning) Chat the 
king thereof is not without exceeding annoyance to the people dwelling nere the places where it is made, by reaſon of 
the noyſome ſtench, and vnſauourte ſnells ariſing of and by the ſame: which bzeeding infectious atres, cannot but en- 
creaſe molt contagious Dickneſſes and diſeaſes, eſpectally tn theſe times of common Jnfection : Adanger tit to be pzeuen- 
ted,in that pzoutdence which we owe to the welfare of on ptoyle. ag in euery part ot he Realme generally, ſoeſpecially 
tn our city ol London being our Chamber, the ordinary place of our abode oz the bet part of the yeere, and of the reſozt 
ol all ſoꝛts okour ubiects ko; their neceſlary affatres, 

which incommodittes, hating bene by dus, with the aduice ol our Councell, thzoughly conlidered, wee had a determi⸗

nation fo; the redzelle thereof, and foz the policie of our Realme, veterly to take away the making ol Starch within it. ol 


what Stulle, oz bnder what pzetence ſoeuer. Neuertheleſſe, vpon the humble ſutt of a great number of our louing Sub⸗ 
tects lately made vnto As, it being apparant, that the vtter aboliſhing and taking away there, would be a great hinde- 
rance to them in their trades, and bereaue many ol them of the meanes of their neceſlary liuing and maintenance; And 
being ithe wile enfozmed, that there may well be ſpared, both in our City ol London, meltmintter, and other the great Ci- 
ties and Townes of the Kealme, great quantities of Bzanne, and other ſuch courſer Stuffes,of which the bett and fineft 
Starch is vlually made ; ude,tendering the good and benefit ol our lad Dubtects,and being wel ple aled, in our Pztnce- 
ly care and delire of the Publike good, to yeeld vnto them the libertte and free vlt of their needfull Trades, and ot all due 
and conuenient meanes of their neceſſary maintenance, And yet holding it as fit and needfull to pjouide foz the redzeſle of 
all abuſes and inconuentences, growing both by the needleſſe waſting of the ſtoze of Cozne within our Realme,and allo 
by the publike annoyance and offence giuen vnto our Subiects. by the norſome making ol Starch in moũ places ot our 
Kingdome as afozeſayd, Daue thexefoze, with the aduice of our Councell, thought it good to gtu authozitie vnto cer- 
taine perſong of good qualitit and credite, by Commiſſion vnder gu great Seale of England, from time to time to view 


and ſuruey, and allow all places andhoufes within any part ©" 2xKingdome, where any and is 04 Hall benny, 
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that place which call be next adiopning to any ſuch place 
of Starch making. to ſee that none be from henceloꝛth made ot wheat, but onely of cleane Bzanne, and ſuch like courſer 
_fuffe; And that none wal be made in any ſuch place, as map be to the itiſt annoyance andoffence of our louing Subiects, 

but onely in ſuch places, andinſuch ozder, as by the diſcretion and appointment of our ſayd Commiſſioners, and ſuch 


Magiſtrates next adioyning, ſhall be thought fit, 


ſently kromhencefoth to fozbeare to make any moze ſtarch of wheat, either whole,bzuiſed, oꝛ grolle grounden, or ofmeale, 
Kubbles,02 anyſuch like fuffe, And we do alſo will # cõmand all perſons whatſoeuer, to fo;beare and ſurceaſe the mas 

kingof any ſtarch in any place di places of this our Realme of England whatſoeuer,except onely in ſuch p*;ces as by the 

view, allowance, and appointment ol our ſayd Commiſſioners thereunto by vs to be oꝛdayned, with the a. ſtante ofthe 

Magictrates as afozeſayd, ſhalbe thought fit and conuenient, vpon painenot onely of the fozfeiture of all luch Starch | 
ſomade contrarie to our expꝛeſſe will and pleaſure hereby lignified, of which the one halle wall be to the partie ſeizing the 
ſame, and the other halte to as, our Heires and Succeſſozs, but alſo to incurre ſuch further puniſhment as fc2 their con- 
tempt in a matter tending ſo much to the good and benefite of our people,ſhall be thought fit to be inflictedvpon them. 

And dee doe allo requireall Juſtices of peace, Maioꝛs. Sheriffes, Bayliffes, Headbozoughes, and all other our Offi- · 
cers, Miniſters. andloning Subiects whatſoeuer, that they be from time to time ayding and aſſiſting to our ſayd Com» 
mifltoners, 02 ſuch perſon oz perſo. 5 as ſhall be by them deputed and appointed to ſee this our Ozdinance executed, and 
that they be carefulleuerieone within his charge tocauſe this our pleature to bee obeycd, and to interrupt and ſuppzeſle 
all perſons who ſhall attempt to make any Starch otherwiſe, oz in any other places then (ach as ſhall be ſo allowed and 
appointed as afozeſayd, after the publiſhing of this our pleaſure to the contrarie. And alſo to ſetʒe their ſtuſle, oz to dif- 
pole and deſtroy the ſame as things noyſome and offenſiue to all our people. And foz the doing thereof, theſe ſhall bee to 
you and euer ie of pou aſufficient Marrant. 

And furthermoze foz aus, our Heires and Succeſſoꝛs we will and commannd, That all perſons now vſing to make 
Starch in any part ofthis our Realmeof England, hauing a deſire to continue the ſame, ol Bꝛanne and Poltard onely, 
vpon the publiſhing of this our Pꝛoclamation, it they dwell within foztte miles of our Citie of London, vpon the laſt 
day ol September next enſuing, and ik their dwelling be further off, then vpon the laft day of October now next follows 
ing wall make their repaire, oz cauſe their names to be giuen and ſent vp in wziting vnto our ard Commillioners, at the 
Fownders Hall in London, together with a Certificate trom ſome Jultice of peace, oꝛ from the Maioꝛ.oꝛ chiete Magi · 
ſtrate of the Citie, Towne, 02 place in oz neere where their dwelling is. lignifying thereby their deſire and intent to con; 
tinue the making ol Starch as afozeſayd, to the intent our tayd Commiſſioners may take oder foz the ſame actoꝛding 
to our pleaſure hereby ſignified and expzeſſed. And if any perſon oꝛ perſons now vling to make Starch hall neglect, oz 
refuſe to make their repatre,oz to giue vy his oꝛ their names with ſuch Certificate in wziting.lo lignikying his oz their de- 
ſire, and intent to continue the making of Starch as afozeſayd, Our will andpleaſure is, that all and euerie ſuch pers 
ſon and perſons ſhall fo; euer after be depziued of the libertie to man any Starch of any ſtulte whatſoeuer,
